
U.S and Mexico: Moie tall^ no deal yetto aveittaiiffs

VW^SHINGION (Al^ — End¬ 
ing a second day of tense 
negotiations, U.S. and 
Mexican officiais faiied 
Thursday to reach a deai 
to avert import tariffs that 
President Dona id Trump 
is threatening to impose 
as he tries to strong-arm 
Mexico into stemming the 
flow of Centrai American 
migrants across America's 
southern border. 

Vice President Mike Pence, 
monitoring the taiks from 
his traveis in Pennsyivania, 
said the U.S. was "encour¬ 
aged" by Mexico's iatest 
proposaisbut, so far, tariffs 
stiii were set to take effect 
Monday. 

Pence added that it wouid 
be 'for the president to 
decide" whether Mexican 
wasdoing enough to head 
off the tariffs. Pence said 
that, among other issues, 
negotiators had been dis¬ 
cussing a potential agree¬ 
ment to make it more dif¬ 
ficult for those who enter 
Mexico from other coun¬ 
tries to claim asylum in the 
U.S. Mexico has long resist¬ 
ed that request.

White House spokeswom¬ 
an Sarah Sanders issued a 
statement Thursday say¬ 
ing Trump's position "has 


not changed" and the 
president was "still moving 
forward with tariffs at this 
time."

The frantic, last-minute talks 
underscore Trump's cha¬ 
otic approach even when 
decisions have enormous 
economic consequences 
for both the U.S. and its 
closest allies. Trump has 
embraced tariffs as a tool 
he can use as leverage 
againstothercountries, dis¬ 
missing the potential harm 
to American consumers 
and manufacturers. 
Traveling in Europe, Trump 
told reporters that nego¬ 
tiators had made "a lot of 
progress," but continued to 
play coy. 

"We'll see what happens," 
Trump said in Ireland be¬ 
fore leaving for France to 
attend a D-Day ceremo¬ 
ny. "But something pretty 
dramatic could happen. 
We've told Mexico the tar¬ 
iffs go on. And I mean it, 
too. And I'm very happy 
with it." 

It remained unclearwheth- 
erany deal could be struck 
with Trump out of the coun¬ 
try. Many in Washington 
still expect the tariffs to go 
into effect barring a ma¬ 
jor new concession from 
Mexico, though lawmakers 
who have been intalkswith 
both U.S. and Mexican offi- 
cialssaid they were hopeful 


a deal could be reached 
to satisfy Trump, or at least 
delay the tariffs' implemen¬ 
tation. 

Mexican Foreign Secretary 
Marcelo Ebrard spent sev¬ 
eral hours at the State De¬ 
partment Thursday morn¬ 
ing, while Trump's legal 
counsel and other Mexi¬ 
can a ides met at the White 
House Thursday afternoon. 
Ebrard told reporters as he 
left the State Department 
Thursday evening: 'We 
don't have yet an agree¬ 
ment. So tomorrow morn¬ 
ing we are going to keep 
working." 

His spokesman, Roberto 
Velasco, tweeted, "Options 
continue to be explored." 
'The stance of the United 
States is focused on mea¬ 
sures of migratory control, 
ours on development," he 
said. 

Still, Ebrard noted that Mex¬ 
ico would deploy 6,000 Na¬ 
tional Guard troops to its 
border with Guatemala to 
help control the flow of mi¬ 
grants. 

White House officials have 
downplayed the likelihood 
of a deal to a vert the tariffs, 
with White House spokes¬ 
woman Mercedes Schlapp 
telling Fox News in an inter¬ 
view that "it looks like we're 
moving toward this path of 


tariffs because what we've 
seen so far is that the Mexi¬ 
cans, what they're propos¬ 
ing, is simply not enough." 
During Wednesday's talks, 
the gulf between the coun¬ 
tries was clear as Mexico 
offered small, thus far un¬ 
disclosed concessions, and 
the U.S. demanded major 
action. A senior adminis¬ 
tration official said the U.S. 
once again pressed Mexi¬ 
co to step up enforcement 
on its southern border and 
to enter into a "safe third 
country agreement" that 
would make it difficult for 
those who enter Mexico 
from other countries to 
claim asylum in the U.S. 

But Mexico surprised U.S. of¬ 
ficials Thursday when they 
returned to the negotiating 
table and said they would 
committo whatPence had 
requested, according to 
the official, who cautioned 
that significant questions 
about timing and imple¬ 
mentation remain. 

Trump officials have said 
Mexico can preventthe tar¬ 
iffs by securing its southern 
border with Guatemala, 
cracking down on criminal 
smuggling organizations 
and overhauling its asylum 
system. But the U.S. ha snot 
proposed concrete metrics 
to assess whether Mexico 
is complying, and it is un¬ 
clear whether even those 
steps would be enough to 
satisfy Trump on illegal im¬ 
migration, a signature issue 
of his presidency and one 


that he sees as crucial to 
his 2020 re-election cam¬ 
paign. 

Beyond Trump and several 
White House advisers, few in 
the administration believe 
imposing tariffs is a good 
idea, according to officials 
familiar with internal de¬ 
liberations. Those people 
worry about the negative 
economic consequences 
for Americans and believe 
the tariffs — which would 
like ly sp a rk reta lia to ry ta xes 
on U.S. exports — would 
also hurt the administration 
politically.The officialswere 
not authorized to discuss 
the matter publicly and 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity. 

Trump also is considering 
declaring a new national 
emergency to justify the 
measure. The White House 
had said Trump would im¬ 
pose the tariff by invoking 
the International Emergen¬ 
cy Economic Powers Act, 
which allows presidents to 
take action 'to deal with 
any unusual and extraor¬ 
dinary threat, which has its 
source in whole orsubstan- 
tial part outside the United 
States ... if the President 
declares a national emer¬ 
gency with respect to such 
threat." 

An administration official 
said it remained unclear, 
however, whether such a 
move would be necessary 
and said the question was 
being reviewed by lawyers 
Republicans on Capitol 


ing the tariffs to an existing 
declaration, which Trump 
has used to secure bor¬ 
der wall money and which 
Republicans had largely 
backed, would minimize 
resistance, all but ensuring 
Congress would be unable 
to muster the votes to over¬ 
ride a presidential veto. In¬ 
voking a new emergency 
declaration might make it 
easierforsenatorsto break 
with Trump. 

Republicans in Congress 
have warned the White 
House that they are ready 
to stand up to the presi¬ 
dent to try to block his tar¬ 
iffs, which they worry would 
spike costs to U.S. consum¬ 
ers, harm the economy 
and imperil a major pend¬ 
ing U.S.-Mexico-Canada 
trade deal. 

Democratic House Ways 
and Means Committee 
Chairman Richard Neal 
said he will introduce a 
resolution of disapproval to 
stop the tariffs if Trump goes 
through with his threat, 
panning it as presidential 
"overreach." The Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security 
announced Wednesday 
that U.S. Bonder Patrol ap¬ 
prehensions of migrants il¬ 
legally crossing the border 
hit the highest level in more 
than a decade in May: 
132,887 apprehensions, 
including a record 84,542 
adults and children travel¬ 
ing together and 11,507

SACRAMEmO, Calif. 

(AP) — Major automobile 
manufacturers urged the 
Trump administration and 
California on Thursday to 
restart negotiations over 
vehicle mileage standards 
to prevent a lengthy legal 
battle, warning that mov¬ 
ing ahead with two sets of 
standards would create in¬ 
stability in the auto market. 
"What works best for con¬ 
sumers, communities, and 
the millions of U.S. employ¬ 
ees that work in the auto 
industry is one national 
standard that is practical, 
achievable, and consistent 
a cross the 50 states," the 17 
companies including Hon¬ 
da, Ford and Mercedes- 
Benz wrote in a letter ad¬ 
dressed to Trump. 

At issue is a Trump adminis¬ 
tration roll back of tougher 
Obama-ena mileage stan¬ 
dards that would require 
cars to get 36 miles (58 ki¬ 
lometers) of real-world driv¬ 


ing per gallon (3.8 liters) of 
gas by 2025. The goal is for 
Americans to fill up their 
gas tanks less frequently, 
sending fewer climate¬ 
changing emissions and 
pollutants into the air. 
Instead, the administration 
is halting the tougher stan¬ 
dards at a 2020 require¬ 
ment that cars achieve 30 
miles (48 kilometers) per 
gallon of real-word driving. 
It also wants to take away 
California's long-held abil¬ 
ity to set its own, tougher 
standards, first granted in 
1970 under the Clean Air 
Act as the state dealt with 
oppressive smog. Under 
the Obama rules, though, 
California and the federal 
government were on the 
same page. 

California has already sued 
to block the changes, and 
both sides have accused 
the other of failing to nego¬ 
tiate a middle ground. The 
Trump administration for¬ 
mally cut off talks with the 
state in February. 


California, the nation's most 
populous state, hasconsid- 
erable influence over the 
auto market. 

Roughly a dozen states 
have used its emissions 
standards in the past, ac¬ 
counting for about a third 
of the market. 

The automakers suggested 
Thursday that the adminis¬ 
tration consider adopting 
a standard that's halfway 
between its latest proposal 
and what California wants 
They also called fora stan¬ 
dard that "achieves year- 
over-year improvements" 
in fuel economy and facili- 
tatesthe use of "alternative 
powertrains," such as elec¬ 
tric vehicles 

'We strongly believe the 
best path to preserve good 
auto jobs and keep new 
vehicles affordable for 
more Americans is a final 
rule supported by all par¬ 
ties— including California," 
they wrote. 

In the letter to Newsom, 
meanwhile, the compa¬ 


nies said such collabora¬ 
tion would lead to greater 
greenhouse gas emissions 
reductions than having two 
standards 

'We know that reaching an 
agreement has been chal¬ 
lenging, but the stakes a re 
too high and the benefits 
too important to accept 
the status quo," they wrote 
to Newsom. 

The administration is ex¬ 
pected to release its final 


version of the mileage roll¬ 
backs soon. 

Dan Becker, director of the 
Center for Auto Security's 
Safe Climate Campaign, 
said the letter shows auto¬ 
makers want weaker stan- 
dardsand more loopholes 
"Had they sent this months 
ago, maybe it wouldn't be 
too late. But now they're 
closing the garage dooraf- 
terthe gasguzzlerhasfled," 
Becker said in an email.Q

AILANIA (AP) — Amid criti¬ 
cism of Democratic Nation¬ 
al Committee debate rules 
forthe 2020election, Chair¬ 
man Tom Petaz on Thurs¬ 
day defended his deci¬ 
sions to raise the qualifying 
threshold for later debates 
and to reject the idea of 
one-issue debates, even 
for matters as grave as the 
climate crisis. 

'The candidates for presi¬ 
dent on our side are spec¬ 
tacular," Perez said of the 
two dozen Democratic 
White House hopefuls, and

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all of them, the chaiiman 
added, will have "unprec¬ 
edented opportunities to 
make their cases to the 
voters." 

But that's not how some 
candidates see it after 
Perez raised the polling 
and grassroots fundraising 
thresholds for the third and 
fourth debates in Septem- 
berand October, doubling 
the marks set for the first 
two debates in June and 
July. 

Montana Gov. Steve Bull¬ 
ock's campaign is adding 
a complaint about which 
pollsthe DNC is using to de¬ 
termine participants in the 
first debate on J une 26-27, 
arguing that Perez's team 
could end up excluding 
Bullock. 

Still, Perez notes that the 
roles for the first two de¬ 
bates — reaching 1 per¬ 
cent in three approved 
polls or amassing at least 
65,000 donors — could re¬ 
sult in close to the maxi¬ 
mum 20 candidates quali¬ 
fying. 

'What we're going to do at 
the end ofj une and end of 
J uly is unprecedented," he 
said, noting that the DNC 
had pressed the sponsoring 
television networks to de¬ 
vote two weeknights each 
monthforsuch a large field. 
Raising the requirements 
thereafter, plus requiring 
candidates to reach both 
the fundraising and the 
polling marks, makes sense 
in a process that ultimately 
requires winning millions of 
votesto become the nomi¬ 
nee. 

"As you get closer to the 
primaries and caucuses, 
you've got to demonstrate 
progress. That is not a new 


concept," Perez said, add¬ 
ing that "if you want to win 
the presidency, you've got 
to raise money through the 
grassroots and connect 
with the grassroots" any¬ 
way. 

Bullock's campaign is cry¬ 
ing foul that the DNC is not 
including a Washington 
Post/ABC poll from Febru¬ 
ary that was open-ended, 
meaning voters could offer 
their preferences without 
being prompted from a list. 
Bullock cleared 1 percent 
in the poll, but the DNC has 
since declared that it isn't 
using open-ended polls 
that don't poll voters using 
a list of candidates 
The national party con¬ 
firmed publicly Thursday 
that open-ended polls 
aren't good enough, lead¬ 
ing Bullock's campaign 
manager to offer a scath¬ 
ing memo accusing Perez's 
team of issuing a "secret 
rule" that "unfairly singles 
out" the only Democratic 
candidate who won re- 
election in 2016 at the 
same time his state voted 
overwhelmingly for Donald 
Trump. Bullock already is at 
a disadvantage to clear 
the fundraising thresholds, 
since he didn't launch 
his bid until May, after 
Montana's legislature ad¬ 
journed. 

DNC officials say Bullock 
was informed in March 
that the open-ended poll 
wouldn't count toward his 
debate qualifications Per¬ 
ez didn't address Bullock's 
situation specifically but 
argued that he'd "been ex¬ 
ceedingly transparent and 
inclusive from the outset...

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Leadens of white supiemacistprisongang chaiged in killings

SACRAMEmO, Calif. (AF^ — 

Leadersof the Aryan Broth¬ 
erhood prison gang were 
charged Thursday with 
directing killings and drug 
smuggling from within Cali¬ 
fornia's most secure prisons, 
U.S. prosecutors said. 

The charges detail five 
slayings and accuse an at¬ 
torney of helping smuggle 
drugs and cellphones to 
aid the white supremacist 
gang. 

Sxteen Aryan Brotherhood 
members and associates 
are accused of running the 
criminal enterprise using 
contraband cellphones, 
encrypted chats, text mes¬ 
sages, multimedia messag- 
esand email. 

Among them are nine cur¬ 
rent inmates charged with 
racketeering, conspiracy 
and other charges, and 
seven people outside pris¬ 
on accused of assisting the 
gang in activities in LasVe- 
gasand as far east as Mis¬ 
souri and South Dakota. 
"What started as a seem¬ 
ingly simple drug buy on 
the streets of Sacramento 
led us into the dark, nasty 
and brutally violent under¬ 
belly of the California prison 
system," said Christopher 
Nielson, localspecialagent 
in charge with the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion. "Notoriously danger¬ 
ous inmates aren't neces¬ 
sarily thwarted by prison 
walls." 

Sacramento-based U.S. 
attorney McGregor Scott 
called the charges "a very 
significant setback for one 
of California's most notori- 
ousprison gangs" 
Prosecutors said one victim 
wasa longtime leaderof a 
rival black gang, killed just 
daysafterhe wasreleased 
from decades of solitary 
confinement. The other 
four were Aryan Brother¬ 
hood associates, killed for 


not following the rules 
Despite itsracist philosophy, 
the Aryan Brotherhood had 
a drug smuggling partner¬ 
ship with the Mexican Ma¬ 
fia, prosecutors said. 

Among the inmates 
charged is Daniel "Danny" 
Troxell, 66, a convicted kill¬ 
er serving a life sentence 
who was known for writing 
a federal complaint in 2009 
that eventually led Califor¬ 
nia to curb the use of soli¬ 
tary confinement. 

He formed an unusual 
cease-fire alliance with 
leaders of other blood-ri¬ 
val gangs to promote the 
complaint. It eventually 
led to hundreds of gang 
members and associates 
being released back into 
the general prison popu¬ 
lation, where investigators 
say some committed new 
crimes 

Prison officials said it's dif¬ 
ficult to keep up with the 
changing tactics of gangs 
behind bars 

'The gangs evolve, their 
techniques evolve and 
they change," Califor¬ 
nia Corrections Secretary 
Ralph Diaz said. 'We will 
adapt and move along 
with them 

BlackGuerilla Family leader 
Hugo 'Yogi" Pinell, a killer 
with ties to the 1960s black 
revolutionary movement, 
wasamong those released 
after45 years in isolation. 
Two Aryan Brotherhood as¬ 
sociates, acting on the or¬ 
ders of gang leaders, killed 
the 71-year-old Pinell days 
afterhe wasmoved in 2015 
to a Sacramento-a tea pris¬ 
on, prosecutors say. 

Pinell became infamous as 
a member of San Quen¬ 
tin 6, helping slit the throat 
of prison guards during 
a failed 1971 escape at¬ 
tempt that left six dead. 
Troxell and Pinell long de¬ 
nied being gang members. 
Most of the defendants did 
not yet have legal repre¬ 


sentation for the counts un¬ 
veiled Thursday. 

The charges also allege 
that cellmates Ronald 
"Renegade" Yandell, 56, 
and William Sylvester, 51, 
used smuggled cellphones 
to direct heroin and meth- 
amphetamine trafficking 
operations in California 
Yandell, serving a life sen¬ 
tence for a double mur¬ 
der, is described as one of 
the gang's three-member 
leadership commission, as 
is Troxell. 

La Palma attorney Kevin 
Macnamara is charged 
with trying to smuggle 
methamphetamine, to¬ 
bacco and cellphones 
Guards reported finding 
three phones, plastic wrap¬ 
pers and power cables 
concealed in the seat 
cushion of Macnamara's 
wheelchair. 

Macnamara, 39, did not 
immediately respond to an 
email seeking comment 
and the voicemail box on 
his phone wasfull. 

'We have a long way to go 
in this case," said defense 
attorney Candice Fields, 
who represents Kristen De- 
mar, 44, who is charged 
with posing as Macna¬ 
mara's paralegal to help 
smuggle contraband. 

'With a II of the moving pa its 
it is impossible to say right 
now how things will turn 
out," Fields said. 

Authorities have been try¬ 
ing to bring down the 
Aryan Brotherhood — also 
known as The Brand — for 
decades. 

The gang was formed by 
white inmates in the mid- 
1960s and has a policy of 
"blood in, blood out," hold¬ 
ing that full members must 
kill to gain entry and can 
only leave when they die, 
though authorities said 
there are exceptions. Mem¬ 
bers who don't kill when or¬ 
dered to do so risk being 
slain themselvesQ

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State, federal laws now a How Arizona femneisto grow hemp

PHOENIX (AP) — Arizona 
farmers will soon begin 
planting hemp as its by- 
prod uct-CBD oil- isexpio cl¬ 
ing in popularity, with some 
supporters saying it could 
overtake a traditional crop 
in the state because there's 
more money in the canna- 
bisplantthan cotton. 

The emerging market for 
hemp, which contains ul¬ 
tra-low levels of the THC 
thatcreatesa high in mari¬ 
juana, will be focused in 
Arizona on producing flow¬ 
ers and seeds that can be 
used to make CBD oils, 
said Randy Pullen, a for- 
merstate Republican Party 
chairman and hemp pro¬ 
cessing company investor 
who helped set up a state 
chapterofthe Hemp Indus¬ 
tries Association. 

CBD oils are increasingly 
being used in foods and 
as pain relievers, as well as 
for other medical condi¬ 
tions. In April, however, the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion issued warning letters 
to companies for making 
unapproved health claims 
a bout CBD products. 
Farmers can see a big 
profit boost over standard 
Arizona crops like cotton or 


alfalfa, Pullen said, netting 
$600 per acre compared 
with about $100 for stan¬ 
dard cropslike cotton. 
"Economically it's much 
more profitable to plant 
and harvest hemp than it is 
to plantand harvestcotton 
or alfalfa," Pullen said in an 
interview Tuesday. 

That estimate can vary 
widely though, based on 


federal studies of the crop 
done before the recent 
CDBoil craze. 

And farmers, a notoriously 
careful lot, will be cautious 
about switching to a crop 
withoutanestablished mar¬ 
ket and buyers stepping up 
to contract for crops, said 
Kevin Rogers, executive 
vice president with the Ari¬ 
zona Cotton Growers Asso¬ 


ciation. 

'These guys have invest¬ 
ments in land, in machin¬ 
ery, in everything that it 
takes to keep their farms 
going yearafteryear,' Rog¬ 
ers said of cotton farmers. 
"A g uy ma y try five a c res of 
it, but it's way pre-mature. 
It's great that there's a new 
crop that we can look at, 
but it's in the infancy stage 
for us." 

The 2018 state law allow¬ 
ing industrial hemp farm¬ 
ing and processing was to 
take effect in August after 
state agriculture officials 
setup a licensing and certi¬ 
fication program. But state 
lawmakers moved up the 
effective date of the state 
law to May 31 afterthe fed¬ 
eral Farm Bill passed in De¬ 
cember and legalized in¬ 
dustrial hemp nationwide. 
Brian McGrew runs the pro¬ 
gram for the department 
and said it is now reviewing 
applications and expects 
to begin issuing licensesthis 
week. Seeds could be in 
the ground by mid-month. 
About 200 applications, 
mainly for growers and 
processors, had been 
filed afterthe official win¬ 
dow opened on Friday. 
He said Wednesday that 
35 of those are complete, 
including the fingerprint 
clearance card, and the 
number is rising daily. 

The National Conference 
of State Legislatures says 
more than 40 states have 


established industrial hemp 
cultivation programs. 

The cannabis targeted for 
Arizona isn't the same vari¬ 
ety as used to make hemp 
rope, but instead is a strain 
optimized to produce the 
most flowers and seeds to 
process into CBD oils and 
powders. After the flow¬ 
ers and their seeds are re¬ 
moved and processed, 
the remaining fibercan be 
used for animal feed, as a 
concrete strengthener or 
as insulation, among other 
uses, Pullen said. 
Farmersand othersinvolved 
with hemp, including those 
who harvest, transport and 
process it, must hold state 
licenses issued by Arizona 
Department of Agriculture 
and get fingerprint clear¬ 
ance cards Licenses start 
at $150 for harvesters and 
transporters and go to 
$1,500 for a grower and 
$3,000fora processor. Fees 
per acre or per ton of pro¬ 
cessed material plustesting 
fees are added on and li¬ 
censes can be renewed 
annually. 

The department does not 
know how many acres 
may be planted in hemp 
this year because a farmer 
may show his entire hold- 
ingsasa potential growing 
area. Once planted, the 
plots will be marked with 
signs showing it is industrial 
hemp. 

Pullen said he won't be 
suprised to see hemp dis¬ 
place some of the cotton 
grown in Arizona if the mar¬ 
ket takes off as some stud¬ 
ies have suggested. The 
state saw about 175,000 
acres planted in 2017, fed¬ 
eral figures show. 

"Probably half of that will 
be hemp in a few years," 
he said. 

Rogers, the cotton associa¬

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NYPD Sony for '69 raid at now- 
landmaik Stonewall gay bar 


NEW YORK (AP) — Nearly 
50 years after a police raid 
at the Stonewall Inn cata¬ 
lyzed the modem LGBT 
rights movement, New 
York's police commissioner 
apologized Tuesday for 
what his department did. 
'The actions taken by the 
NYPD were wrong, plain 
and simple," Commissioner 
James O'Neill said during 
a briefing at police head¬ 
quarters. 

'The actions and the laws 
were discriminatory and 
oppressive," he added. 
"And forthat, I apologize." 
The apology comes just 
weeks ahead of the mile¬ 
stone anniversary of the 
raid and the rebellion it 
sparked the night of J une 
27-28, 1969, as patrons and 
others fought back against 
officers and a social order 
that kept gay life in the 
shadows. 

Organizers of what is ex¬ 
pected to be a massive 
LGBT Pride celebration in 
the city this yearhad called 
thisweekforpolice to apol¬ 
ogize. So had City Council 
Speaker Corey Johnson, 
who isgay. 

He tweeted his apprecia¬ 
tion for O'Neill's remarks, 
and Pride organizers 
cheered them. 

'The NYPD, as an institution, 
needed to take responsibil¬ 
ity for what happened at 
Stonewall. This isn't going to 
undo the decades of vio¬ 
lence and discrimination 
thatourcommunity hasex- 
perienced at the hands of 
the police, but it's a good 
first start," said J ames Falla- 
rino, a spokesman for NYC 
Pride. 

Police participate in and 
protect its annual parade, 
but the lack of a formal 
apology from the depart¬ 
ment for the 1969 raid — 


the very event that gay 
pride marches commemo¬ 
rate eachj une — hashung 
overthe collaboration, Fal¬ 
la rino said. He hopes peo¬ 
ple will see O'Neill's remarks 
as a sign of 'the NYPD's 
commitment to positive 
change." 

Organizers of an alterna¬ 
tive Stonewall anniversary 
march, however, see no 
such thing. They called 
O'Neill's comments an 
"empty apology"made un¬ 
derpressure. 

"Where has this apology 
beenforthe last 50years?" 
the group, called the Re¬ 
claim Pride Coalition, said 
in a statement. The coali¬ 
tion, which is excluding 
police from its Queer Lib¬ 
eration March, is seeking 
a more sweeping apology 
from the NYPD. The group 
says transgender and mi¬ 
nority LGBTpeople, among 
others, still face heavy- 
handed policing. 

At the time of the Stonewall 
raid, the psychiatric estab¬ 
lishment saw homosexual¬ 
ity as a mental disorder, 
and law enforcement of¬ 
ten viewed it as a crime. 
LGBTpeople could be sub¬ 
ject to arrest for showing 
affection, dancing togeth¬ 
er, even for not wearing a 
certain number of items 
deemed gender-appropri¬ 
ate. Bars that served gay 
people had at times lost 
their liquor licenses, and 
others — like the Stonewall 
— were simply unlicensed. 
Raidswere common. 

That night, patrons and 
passers-by erupted in re¬ 
sistance, shouting at offi¬ 
cers, throwing coins, cans 
and anything at hand, and 
facing off with a tactical 
police unit brought in as 
reinforcements There were 
about a dozen arrests and 


an unknown total number 
of injuries; police reported 
at least four officers were 
hurt. And the protests and 
clashes continued for sev¬ 
eral more nights 
It wasnt the first time gay 
people protested or spon¬ 
taneously clashed with po¬ 
lice. □

OMAHA BEACH, Ranee 
(AP) — Standing on the 
windswept beaches and 
biuffsof Normandy, a dwin- 
diing number of aging vet- 
era ns of histo ry's g nea test a ir 
and sea invasion received 
the thanks and praise of a 
world transformed by their 
sacrifice. 

The mission now, they said, 
wasto honorthe dead and 
keep their memory a iive, 75 
years after the D-Day op¬ 
eration that portended the 
end of World War II. 

'We know we don't have 
much time ieft, so I teii my 
story so peopie know it 
was because of that gen¬ 
eration, because of those 
guys in this cemetery," said 
99-year-oid Steve Meinikoff 
of Maryiand, standing at 
Coiieviiie-Sur-Mer, where 
thousands of Americans 
are buried. 

"Aii these genera is with aii 
this brass that don't mean 
nothing," he said. 'These 
guys in the cemetery, they 
are the heroes." 

Thursday's anniversary was 
marked with eioquent 
speeches, profound siienc- 
es— and passionate pieas 
foran end to bioodshed. 
French President Emman- 
uei Macron and U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Dona id Trump praised 
the soidiers, saiiorsand air¬ 
men who took part in the 
invasion, codenamed Op¬ 
eration Overlord, saying it 
was the turning point that 
ended Nazi tyranny and 
ensured peace forEurope. 
'You are the pride of our 
nation, you are the giory 
of our repubiic, and we 
thank you from the bottom 
of our heart," Trump said of 
the warriors who took part 
in what he caiied the uiti- 
mate fight of good against 
evii in World WarII. 

'They battled not for con¬ 
trol and domination, but 
for liberty, democracy and 
self-rule," Trump said in a 
speech at the Normandy 
American Cemetery over¬ 
looking Omaha Beach, the 
bloodiest of five landing 
beaches. 

Macron saluted the cour¬ 
age, generosity and 
strength of spirit that made 


them press on 'to help men 
and women they didn't 
know, to liberate a land 
most hadnt seen before, 
for no other cause but free¬ 
dom, democracy." 

He expressed France'sdebt 
to the United Statesforfree- 
ing hiscountry from the Na¬ 
zis. Macron awarded five 
American veterans with the 
Chevalier of Legion of Hon¬ 
or, France'shighestaward. 
'We know what we owe 
to you, veterans, our free¬ 
dom," he said, switching 
from French to English. "On 
behalf of my nation I just 
want to say'thank you.'" 
About 160,000 troops were 
took part in D-Day, and 
many more fought in the 
ensuing Battle of Norman¬ 
dy. 

Of those 73,000 were from 
the United States, while 
83,000 were from Brit¬ 
ain and Canada. Troops 
started landing overnight 
from the air, then were 
joined by a massive force 
by sea on the beaches of 
Omaha, Utah, j uno. Sword 
and Gold, carried by 7,000 
boats 

'The eyes of the world are 
upon you. The hopes and 
prayers of liberty-loving 
people everywhere march 
with you," Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower had said in his 
order of the day. 'The tide 
hastumed! The free men of 
the world are marching to¬ 
gether to victory." 

On Wednesday, a com¬ 


memoration was held in 
Portsmouth, England, the 
main embarkation point for 
the transport boats. Then 
the dignitaries came to 
the bluffs and beaches of 
Normandy, where veterans 
recalled what they saw 75 
yearsago. 

'The water wasfull of dead 
men, the beach had burn¬ 
ing landing craft," said j im 
Radford, 90, a British D-Day 
veteran from Hull, describ¬ 
ing the scene near Gold 
Beach, where British land¬ 
ed. 

He was there again to 
watch the unveiling of 
a statue at Gold Beach, 
where a memorial to British 
fighters is to be erected. 

At dawn Thursday, hun¬ 
dreds of civilians and mili¬ 
tary alike from around the 
world gathered on Omaha 
Beach. 

Dick Jansen, 60, from the 
Netherlands, drank Cana¬ 
dian whisky from an enam¬ 
el cup on the water'sedge. 
Others scattered carna¬ 
tions into the waves Ran¬ 
dall Atanay, the son of a 
medic who tended to the 
dying and wounded, wad¬ 
ed barefoot into the water, 
bonding with his dad, who 
has since died. 

Up to 12,000 people at¬ 
tended the ceremony at 
the Normandy American 
Cemetery, with U.S. veter¬ 
ans, their numbers fast di¬ 
minishing asyears pass, the 
guests of honor. 


A 21-gun salute thundered 
into the waters below the 
cemetery, on a bluff over¬ 
looking Omaha Beach, 
and across the rows of 
white crosses and Stars 
of David. The final resting 
places of more than 9,380 
of the fallen stretched out 
before the guests. 

Britain's Prince Charles, his 
wife, Camilla, and Prime 
Minister Theresa May at¬ 
tended a remembrance 
service at the medieval 
cathedral in Bayeux, the 
first Normandy town liber¬ 
ated by Allied troops after 
D-Day. 

Hundreds of people 
packed the seaside square 
in the town of Arroman- 
chesto applaud veterans 
of the Battle of Normandy 
that ensued. A wreath was 
placed outside the town's 
D-Day Museum. 

Gratitude was a powerful 
common theme. 

Macron thanked soldiers 
"so that France could be¬ 
come free again" at the 
Gold Beach ceremony with 
May and uniformed veter¬ 
ans laid the cornerstone 
of the memorial that will 
record the names of thou¬ 
sands of troops under British 
command who died in Nor¬ 
mandy. 

"If one day can be said to 
have determined the fate 
of generations to come, in 
France, in Britain, in Europe 
and the world, that day 
was the 6th of j une, 1944," 


May said. 

As the sun rose that morn¬ 
ing, not one of the thou¬ 
sands of men arriving in 
Normandy "knew whether 
they would still be alive 
when the sun set once 
again,"she said. 

Passing on memories is es¬ 
pecially urgent, with hun¬ 
dreds of World Warn veter¬ 
ans now dying every day. 
Canadian Prime Minister 
j ustin Trudeau hailed those 
who 'took a gamble the 
world had never seen be¬ 
fore." 

Speaking at Juno Beach 
where 14,000 Canadians 
came ashore, Trudeau 
lauded the resulting world 
order including the United 
Nations and NATO that 
have helped preserve 
peace. 

But postwar tensions were 
evident. Not invited to the 
remembrance was Russian 
President Vladimir Putin, 
who had been present for 
the 70th commemoration 
of D-Day. 

On Wednesday, German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
said it was a "gift of history" 
that she was able to par¬ 
ticipate in the ceremony 
on Britain's southern coast. 
Some 22,000 German sol¬ 
diers are among those bur¬ 
ied around Normandy. 

The D-Day invasion was a 
defining moment of mili¬ 
tary strategy complicated 
by unpredictable weather 
and human chaos in which 
soldiers from the U.S., Brit¬ 
ain, Canada and other Al¬ 
lied nations applied relent¬ 
less bravery to carve out 
a beachhead on ground 
that Nazi Germany had oc¬ 
cupied forfouryears 
The Battle of Normandy 
hastened Germany's de¬ 
feat lessthan a yearlater. 
Still, thatsingle day cost the 
lives of 4,414 Allied troops, 
2,501 of them Americana 
More than 5,000 were in¬ 
jured. On the German side, 
several thousand were 
killed orwounded. 

From there. Allied troops 
would advance, take Paris 
in late summer and race 
with the Soviet Red Army to 
control as much German 
territory as possible by the 
time Adolf Hitler died in his

BERUN (AF^ — Niels Hoegel 
liked to bring about cardi¬ 
ac arrests in his patients by 
injecting them with over¬ 
doses of heart medication 
and other drugs because 
he enjoyed the feeling of 
being able to resuscitate 
them. Sometimes he suc¬ 
ceeded in bringing them 
back, but in at least 87 
cases they died, making 
him what is believed to be 
modem Germany's most 
prolific serial killer. 

A court in the northwestern 
city of Oldenbutig on Thurs¬ 
day found the 42-year-old 
nurse guilty of murdering 
85 patients, aged 34 to 96, 
and sentenced him to life in 
prison. He had eariierbeen 
convicted of two other kill¬ 
ings. 

'Your guilt is incomprehen¬ 
sible," presiding judge Se¬ 
bastian Buerhmann said as 
he handed down the ver¬ 
dict. "I felt like an accoun¬ 
tant of death." 


Hoegel worked at a hospi¬ 
tal in Oldenburg between 
1999and 2002and another 
hospital in nearby Delmen- 
hoist from 2003 to 2005, 
and the killings took place 


between 2000 and 2005, 
the dpa news agency re¬ 
ported. 

Hoegel was convicted in 
2015 of two murders and 
two attempted murders 


and is already currently 
serving a life sentence. 
There are no consecutive 
sentences in the Geman 
system, but Buerhmann 
noted in his verdict the 


"particular seriousness" of 
Hoegel's crimes, a finding 
that all but ensures he will 
remain incarcerated after 
the standard 15-year tern 
is up. 

During his first trial, Hoe¬ 
gel said he intentionally 
brought about cardiac 
crises in some 90 patients 
in Delmenhorst because 
he enjoyed the feeling of 
being able to resuscitate 
them. He later told inves¬ 
tigators that he also killed 
patients in Oldenburg. 

That prompted a wider in¬ 
vestigation involving both 
hospitals, and police and 
prosecutors reviewed more 
than 500 patient files and 
hundreds more hospital re¬ 
cords They also exhumed 
134 bodies from 67 cem¬ 
eteries, and questioned 
Hoegel multiple times, con¬ 
cluding that he had used a 
variety of drugs to attempt 
resuscitation of his patients, 
and was fully aware they

The election results "whet¬ 
ted the appetite of both 
the old political establish¬ 
ment in Greece and the

Tsipras' comments came 
a day after the European 
Commission issued a report 
expressing concern at the 
impact the new measures, 
announced shortly before 
the European elections, 
would have on the coun¬ 
try's b ud g et ta rg ets.

The 19-member Cabinet of 
Prime Minister Antti Rinne 

— a former finance minis¬ 
ter and trade union leader 

— was approved Thursday 
in the 200-seat Eduskunta 
legislature, after which 
President Sauli Niinisto ap¬ 
pointed it. 

Eleven of the Cabinet 
members are female, re¬ 
flecting Nordic gender 
equality in the nation's poli¬ 
tics. 

With the Social Democrats 
in power in Sweden since 
2014, and social democrat¬ 
ic parties in Finland and 
Denmark scoring general 
election wins in the past 
few months, the political 
tide has turned to the left 
in the Nordic countries — 
overcoming strong populist 
movements in each nation. 
Rinne's Social Democratic 


Party, the Center Party, the 
Greens, the Left Alliance 
and the Swedish People's 
Party of Finland clinched a 
coalition deal Monday af¬ 
terweeks of intensive talks. 
The five parties muster a 
comfortable 117 seats in 
the Parliament. 

Their 182-page govern¬ 
ment program pledges to 


make the nation of 5.5 mil¬ 
lion "a sustainable society 
socially, economically and 
ecologically" with strong 
emphasis on environmen¬ 
tal and climate change is¬ 
sues 

'We (the government) 
are determined to tackle 
the challenge of climate 
change. But it needsto be 


done in a socially fairway," 
Rinne told reporters at the 
Cabinet's first news confer¬ 
ence. 

The best election result ever 
by the G reens — which in- 
creased its lawmakers by 
five seats to 20 and has 
gradually evolved to be a 
mainstream political op¬ 
erator instead of a niche 


player — gave environ¬ 
mentalists a strong say in 
government formation talks 
and the Cabinet's polices. 
The party, whose key sup¬ 
porter base is young, edu¬ 
cated women in big cities, 
received three key Cabi¬ 
net portfolios — the posts 
of foreign minister, interior 
minister and environment 
and climate affairs minister. 
'This is a great day for the 
Greens in Finland and the 
green movement world¬ 
wide. Finland now has a 
situation where sustainable 
development and tackling 
climate change are the 
basis of the government 
program," said elated For¬ 
eign Minister Pekka Haavis- 
to, the party's chairman. 
Haavisto, 61, is a veteran 
green activist, two-time 
presidential candidate and 
a formerU.N. special envoy 
with a long experience in 
global crisis-solving and 
third-world development 
issues, particularly in Africa. 
After eight years of tight

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By KEN MORnSUGU 
Associated ness 
BEIJING (AP) — China's 
Commence Ministry will re¬ 
lease a list of "unreliable" 
foreign companies in the 
near future, a spokesman 
said Thursday, without giv¬ 
ing a specific date. 

The decision to create the 
list, announced lastweek, is 
widely seen as a response 
to a U.S. decision to put 
Huawei Technologies on a 
blacklist for alleged theft of 
intellectual property and 
evasion of Iran sanctions. 
Chinese Commerce Minis¬ 
try spokesman Gao Feng 
told reporters at a weekly 
briefing that the process 
of drawing up the list was 
underway. He said no par- 
ticularcompany orindustry 
is being targeted. 
'Companies that abide by 
Chinese laws and contrac¬ 
tual spirit totally needn't 
worry,"he said. 

The U.S. Department of 
Commerce has issued an 
order that U.S. companies 
will have to seek govern¬ 
ment approval for sales to 
Huawei once its own list 


takes effect after a 90-day 
grace period. 

China hasn't said what ac¬ 
tion it would take against 
the entities included on its 
list. 


Gao said China does not 
want a trade war but is not 
afraid of one.

Hong ICDng court: Denying same-sex spousal benefits unlawful 


HONG KONG (AP) — Hong 
Kong's Court of Final Ap¬ 
peal said Thursday the 
government cannot deny 
spousal employment ben¬ 
efits to same-sex couples, 
in a ruling hailed asa major 
step forward for same-sex 
equality in the semi-auton- 
omousChinese tenitory. 

The court overturned an 
earlier judgment, saying 
unanimously that denying 
same-sex couples access 
to spousal benefitsisunlaw- 
ful. 

"It follows therefore that 
the 'prevailing views of the 
community on marriage' 
...even if this can confi¬ 
dently be gauged in the 


first place, are simply not 
relevant to a consideration 
ofthe justification exercise," 
the ruling said. 

Although same-sex mar¬ 
riage is not recognized in 
Hong Kong, the Court of 
Final Appeal ruled last year 
that the same-sex partner 
of a British expatriate mar¬ 
ried abroad was entitled to 
equal visa treatment under 
immigration law. 

Man-kei Tam, Director 
of Amnesty International 
Hong Kong, called Thurs¬ 
day's judgment a "huge 
step forward for equal¬ 
ity" that brings Hong Kong 
"more in line with its Interna¬ 
tiona I obligation to respect. 


protect and fulfil the rights 
of people with different 
sexual orientations."

MEXICO CRY (AP) — Mexi¬ 
co's president said fliursday 
he will hold a "unity" rally on 
the border in Tijuana two 
days before the U.S. is set 
to impose tariffs on all Mexi¬ 
can imports. 

President Andres Manuel 
LopezObradorannounced 
a demonstration will be 
held Saturday to defend 
Mexico's "dignity" amid a 
looming threat from U.S. 
President Donald Trump, 
who has pledged to im¬ 
pose 5%tariffs on Mexican 
products unless the coun¬ 
try prevents Central Ameri¬ 
can migrants from traveling 
through its territory. 

Lopez Obrador expressed 
confidence that an agree¬ 
ment could be reached 
as talks continued Thurs¬ 
day, but did not offer any 
specifics beyond rejecting 
the use offeree against mi¬ 
grants. 

"I am calling together the 
people of Mexico ... fora 
rally to defend the dignity 
of Mexico, and in favor of 


friendship with the people 
of the United States," said 
the president, who ha she Id 
a multitude of demonstra¬ 
tions while in public office 


overthe last 20years. 

Lopez Obrador has said 
over and over again that 
hisgoal is to avoid anycon- 
frontation with Trump, and

he stressed Thursday that 
"U.S. authorities have be¬ 
haved very well, because 
they have not cut off the 
dia logue." 


He also confirmed Mexican 
prosecutors had taken two 
immigration activists into 
custody but denied the 
arrests were carried out 
to please the U.S. govern¬ 
ment. 

"We do not act against 
anybody to please any for¬ 
eign government,"he said. 
Rights groups said one of 
those arrested is Irineo Mu- 
jica, who has coordinated 
logistics and strategies for 
some of the migrant cara¬ 
vans that have crossed 
Mexico in previous months 
Mujica, of the migrant rights 
group Pueblo Sin Fronteras, 
appears to hold dual U.S. 
and Mexican citizenship 
and has had brushes in the 
past with Mexican police 
related to protests in fa¬ 
vor of migrants The latest 
action by Lopez Obrador 
comes amid growing an¬ 
ger on the part of Trump, 
who has railed against a 
huge increase in the num¬ 
ber of migrants from Hon¬ 
duras, Guatemala and El

(AP) — Brazil's President 
Jair Bolsonaro and Argen¬ 
tina's President Mauricio 
Maori reiterated their rejec¬ 
tion of Venezuela's socialist 
president on Thursday as 
the conservative Brazilian 
leader paid a state visit to 
BuenosAires. 

Venezuela is suffering from 
an economic and gover¬ 
nance crisis that has forced 
more than 3 million people 
to flee the country, and 
dozens of nations consider 
Maduro's government to 
be illegitimate. 

Maori, who will seek re- 
election in October, has 
been c ritic a I of leftist fo rmer 
President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez, saying that if she re¬ 
turns return to power as 
vice president, Argentina 
will suffer the same prob¬ 
lems as Venezuela. 

"All of South America is 
concerned that there will 
be no other Venezuelas in 
the region," Bolsonaro said 
on his first visit to Argentina. 
Argentina and Brazil "will

Bolsonaro had a big elec¬ 
tion victory last year but is 
struggling to advance on 
hisagenda and isalso cop¬ 
ing with a crashing curren¬ 
cy.

And getting the opportu¬ 
nity to play against Simona, 
that's amazing. But how it 
ended is even crazier to 
me." 

That's a fair assessment of 
the entire tournament. Ser¬ 
ena Williams, No. 1 Naomi 
Osaka and No. 2 Karolina 
Pliskova lost in the third 
round; Angelique Kerber 
and Caroline Wozniacki 
were gone in the first. 

The highest-seeded player 
in the semifinals is No. 8 Ash 
Baity, the Australian who 
will face Anisimova. Barty 
advanced by beating No. 
14 Madison Keys of the 
United States6-3, 7-5. 

"I felt, "Barty said, "like I was 
in control." 

The other semifinal is No. 26 
Johanna Konta of Britain 
against unseeded 19-year- 
old Marketa Vondrousova 
of the Czech Republic. 
Because rain washed out 
all play Wednesday, the 
women's semifinals — nor¬ 
mally Thursday, one after 
another in the main stadi¬ 
um — will be played simul¬ 
taneously on the second- 
and third-largest courts Fri¬ 
day morning. The biggest 
arena will host the men's 
semifinals: Rafael Nadal v& 
Roger Federer, and Novak 
Djokovic vs. Dominic Thiem. 
It's the first time the top four 
men's seeds are the last 
four standing at a major 
tournament since the 2013 
Australian Open. 

Djokovic stretched his 
Grand Slam winning streak 
to 26 matches as he pur¬ 
sues a fourth consecutive 
major trophy, beating Al¬ 
exander Zi/erev 7-5, 6-2, 
6-2. Thiem eliminated No. 
10 seed Karen Khachanov 
6-2, 6-4, 6-2. 

'Controlling the points was 


the key, I think," said 2018 
French Open runner-up 
Thiem, who made only 12 
unforced errors, 25 fewer 
than Khachanov. "I didn't 
miss a lot today." 

Not only has none of the 
remaining women won a 
Grand Slam trophy, none 
has participated in a major 
final. 

'Well,"said Flalep, who was 
seeded third, "nothing sur¬ 
prises me anymore in ten¬ 
nis." 

Still, Anisimova's rapid rise is 
noteworthy. 

Already the first tennis 
player bom in the 2000s to 
get to a Slam quarterfinal, 
she's now the youngest U.S. 
woman into the semis at 
Roland Garros since j enni- 
ferCapriati was 14 in 1990. 
Anisimova or Vondrousova 
could each become the 
firstteenagersince Iva Ma- 
jo li in 1997 to w in the Fre nc h 
Open, where the slow clay 
courts require patience 
from shot to shot, the 
movementand endurance 
to get to ball after ball, the 
smarts to construct points. 
Anisimova certainly 

checked all those boxes 
Thursday. Facing a former 
No. 1 and major champ, 
in the tournament's largest 
arena, the teenager was 
poised ascan be. 

"She was pretty calm," said 
Flalep, who acknowledged 
feeling the stress of trying to 
win a second consecutive 
title in Paris. 'She showed 
that she's able to do good 
thingsand big things." 

Yet to drop a set through 
five matches, Anisimova 
plays with a confident, 
ta ke-it-to-the-opponent 
style. She doesn't rely on 
power so much as preci¬ 
sion, depositing what she's 
called "effortlessshots"near 
linesand often wrong-foot¬ 


ing Flalep. 

And to think: It was in 2016 
that Anisimova was the ju¬ 
nior runner-up at Roland 
Garros at 14. 

"I actually kind of miss ju¬ 
niors, but, I mean, this is 
a new phase," she said, 
shrugging. "Obviously I re¬ 
spect (Flalep) a lot. But I 
know I'm capable of doing 
a lot, and I know I can play 
very well. I mean, I never 
doubt my abilities. Today 
that showed." 

Did it ever. 

"For a 17-year-old to play 
that well," said Chris Evert, 
who won seven of her 18 
major trophies in Paris, "is 
pretty awesome." 

Most impressive, perhaps, 
was this: Flalep had won 16 
return games in a row com¬ 
ing in, but Anisimova saved 
6of 7 breakpoints 
A seven-game run that be¬ 
gan at 2-2 in the early go¬ 
ing put Anisimova up a set 


and 3-0 in the second. But 
from 4-1, Flalep made one 
last push, getting to 4-all. 
"Nerves," Anisimova said, 
"were kicking in a bit." 

In the next game, she 
pushed a backhand long 
and chewed on a thumb¬ 
nail. That gave Flalep a 
break chance, one point 
from serving to force a third 
set.

NEW YORK (AP) — Google 
will kickoff its Stadia stream¬ 
ing service to challenge 
the video game industry 
in November — but initially 
only as part of a $130 bun¬ 
dle that includes hardware 
and a passfora friend. 
Google announced the 
game service in March with 
few details. On Thursday, 
Google said it will start ad¬ 
vance sales forthe limited 
"Founder's Edition" bundles 
right away, though it isn't 
saying how many a re avail¬ 
able. Google won't offer 
stand-alone subscriptions, 
for $10 a month, until next 
year. 

Stadia is Google's attempt 
to make traditional video 
game consoles such asthe 
Xboxand PlayStation obso¬ 
lete. 

Games are stored online, 
and players can pick up 
where they left off on tra¬ 
ditional computers with 
Google's Chrome brows¬ 
ers and Chromebooks 
running Chrome OS. Play¬ 
ers can also use Google's 
Pixel phones, but not other 
phones with the company's 
Android operating system. 
Unlike traditional games, 
the streaming service re¬ 
quires a constant internet 
connection to play. 

Much like movies and mu¬ 
sic, the traditional video 
game industry has been 
shifting from physical hard¬ 
ware and games to digital 
downloads and streaming. 
The makersof leading con¬ 


soles have their own sub¬ 
scription services as well, 
while Apple plans one this 
fall. The U.S. video game 
industry raked in revenue 
of $43.4 billion in 2018, up 
18 percent from 2017, ac¬ 
cording to research firm 
NPD Group. 

Video game streaming typ¬ 
ically requiresa strong con¬ 
nection and more com¬ 
puting power than simply 
streaming video, since 
there is real-time interac¬ 
tion between player and 


game. Google says it is tap¬ 
ping its massive data cen¬ 
ters to powerthe system. 
The service will mainly let 
players play games they 
buy separately, though 
some free games will be 
offered. Stadia will launch 
with about 30 games to 
buy, including "Doom Eter¬ 
nal," "Assassin's Creed Od¬ 
yssey" and "Wolfenstein: 
Youngblood." 

R.W. Baird analyst Colin 
Sebastian said Google's 
streaming technology is 


impressive, but there's no 
"killer app" or game that 
would make the service in¬ 
dispensable. 

"We do not expect Stadia 
over the near-term to be 
particularly disruptive to 
the traditional console or 
PC game ecosystem," Se¬ 
bastian said. 

Randy Nelson, head of 
mobile insights at analytic 
firm SensorTower, said that 
while Stadia appears po¬ 
sitioned to go after hard¬ 
core gamers, most of them 


already have a console to 
play gamesGoogle isoffer- 
ing. Casual gamers, mean¬ 
while, might be confused 
by a monthly subscription 
package that still requires 
players to buy games indi¬ 
vidually. 

'They might have been bet¬ 
ter served to let this bake a 
little longerand introduce it 
closer to the next genera¬ 
tion of consoles," expected 
around 2021, Nelson said. 
Stadia's "Founder's Edition" 
package includes three 
months of service and a 
three-month buddy pass 
that someone else can 
use. It'll come with a limited 
edition controller and a 
Chromecast Ultra stream¬ 
ing video device. Google 
says the whole package is 
worth about $300 but costs 
$130. It will be available in 
14 countries at launch, in¬ 
cluding the U.S., Canada, 
U.K., France and Germany. 
Next year, Google will offer 
Stadia Pro for $10 a month 
and a free version. Stadia 
Base. With the free version, 
resolution will be lower, and 
players won't get discount 
on games offered through 
Pro and the bundle. An op¬ 
tional Stadia controller will 
sell for $69. 

The Wi-Fi-enabled control¬ 
ler has a button that lets 
players tap Google Assis¬ 
tant to ask questionsabout 
the games being played. 
Another button lets users 
share gameplay directly to 
Google's video streaming 
service, YouTube.Q

"From paragliders to power 
lines to a corgi in the back¬ 
yard, the brain of the drone 
has safety covered," said 
J eff Wilke, who oversees 
Amazon's retail business. 
Wilke said the drones are 
fully electric, can fly up to 
15 miles (24 kilometers), 
deliver in 30 minutes and 


carry goodsthat weigh up 
to 5 pounds(2.3 kilograms), 
like a paperback or tooth¬ 
paste. 

Amazon has been work¬ 
ing on drone delivery for 
years. Back in December 
2013, Amazon CEO and 
founder] eff Bezos told the 
"60 Minutes" news show 
that drones would be flying 
to customer's homes within 
five years But that dead¬ 
line passed due to regula¬ 
tory hurdles. 

The Federal Aviation Ad¬ 


ministration, which regu¬ 
lates commercial use of 
drones in the U.S., did not 
immediately respond to 
a request for comment 
Wednesday. In April, a 
subsidiary of search giant 
Google won approvalfrom 
the FAA to make drone de¬ 
liveries in pa Its of Virginia.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gold is 
shining again as investors 
scramble for safety amid 
the widening global trade 
war. 

The price of gold has 
climbed nearly 5% since 
May 21, while markets 
around the world fell. Last 
week was the best of the 
yearforgold afterPresident 
Donald Trump surprised 
markets by threatening to 
raise tariffson Mexico. 

It's not all that surprising, 
because gold has often 
served as a safe haven 
when ma rketsa re tumbling. 
During the wrenching 2007- 
09 downturn, gold climbed 
23.5%when the S&P 500 lost 
55.2% Gold also managed 
to eke out gains during the 
summerof 2011, when wor¬ 
ries about the European 
debt crisis and the down¬ 
grade of the U.S. credit 
rating nearly felled the bull 
ma rket fo r U.S. stoc ks. 
Butgold didn't immediately 
provide solace for investors 
after Trump shattered the 


market's calm in early May 
with a tweet threatening 
escalating tariffs against 
China. In fact, until last 
week gold had been on 
pace to sink in May. 

It's part of a longstand¬ 
ing trend. Gold has been 


cycling back and forth 
between roughly $1,000 
per ounce and $1,400 for 
the last six years, and it's 
still down nearly 30% from 
its record set in 2011 at 
$1,891.90. 

Instead of gold, bond funds 


have offered much softer 
landing pads for investors 
this year. Uke gold, bonds 
have a reputation for of¬ 
fering someplace safe to 
hide when the stock mar¬ 
ket is tumbling. Unlike gold, 
bonds also pay their own¬ 


ers interest. The price of 
gold has shuffled between 
$l,270an ounce and $1,350 
an ounce this year, and an¬ 
alysts say that's partly be¬ 
cause ofthe strengthening 
value ofthe U.S. dollar. The 
two often move in opposite 
directions, and the dollar 
has climbed against the 
euro and other cunencies 
this year, though the gains 
have pared recently. 

Gold also tends to do best 
when inflation — or con¬ 
cern about it— ishigh, and 
they've been largely non¬ 
existent. An ultra low unem¬ 
ployment rate hasn't been 
enough to push wages 
higher and feed through 
into higher prices across 
the economy. Some inves¬ 
tors even say that deflation 
— when prices are drop¬ 
ping — may be a bigger 
threatthan high inflation. 
AnalystsatJ .P. Morgan say 
gold's price could continue 
to rise, and they're fore¬ 
casting an average price 
of $1,405 per ounce in the 
last three months of the 
year. □

Sbessed out? Your dog 
may feel ittoo, study 
suggests 


NEW YORK (AP) — When 
dog owners go through a 
stressful period, they're not 
alone in feeling the pres¬ 
sure — theirdogsfeel it too, 
a new study suggests. 

Dog owners experiencing 
long bouts of stress can 
transfer it to their dogs, 
scientists report in a study 
published Thursday in Sci¬ 
entific Reports. 

The Swedish research¬ 
ers focused on 58 people 
who own border collies 
or Shetland sheepdogs 
They examined hair from 
the dog owners and their 
dogs, looking at the con¬ 
centrations of a hormone 
called cortisol, a chemical 
released into the blood¬ 
stream and absorbed by 
hair follicles in response to 
stress 

Depression, excessive 


physical exercise and un¬ 
employment are just a few 
examples of stress that can 
influence the amount of 
cortisol found in your hair, 
said Una Roth of Unkoping 
University in Sweden. 

Roth and her team found 
that the patterns of corti¬ 
sol levels in the hair of dog 
owners closely matched 
that found in their dogs in 
both winter and summer 
months, indicating their 
stress levels were in sync. 
She thinks the owners are 
influencing the dogs rather 
than the otherway around 
because several human 
personality traits appear to 
affect canine cortisol lev¬ 
els. The researchers don't 
know what causes the syn¬ 
chronization in cortisol lev¬ 
els between humans and

NEW YORK (AF^ — If milk is 
a few days past its "Sell By" 
date, is it safe to drink? 

U.S. regulators are urging 
food-makers to be more 
consistent with labeling 
terms like "Best By" and "En¬ 
joy By" that cause confu¬ 
sion. By clarifying the mean¬ 
ing of such dates, they are 
trying to prevent people 
from prematurely tossing 
products and to reduce 
the mountains of food that 
goesto waste each year. 
Even if you rely more on 
sight and smell to size up 
foods, you might be sur¬ 
prised bythe risksand prac- 
ticesaround food spoilage. 


WHATSNEW? 

Phrases like "Best By", "En¬ 
joy By" and "Fresh Through" 
generally indicate when 
a food's quality would de¬ 
cline — not when it be¬ 
comes unsafe to eat. To 
help make that clearer, the 
U.S. Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration recently recom¬ 
mended companies stick 
with "Best If Used By." 
Industry groups got behind 
the phrase after earlier 
guidance from regulators, 
along with the more de¬ 
finitive "Use By" for perish¬ 
ables food that should be 
thrown out after a certain 
date. But the FDA hasnt 
endorsed the latterphrase, 
which could have safety 


implications. 

Regardless, the FDA's rec¬ 
ommendation isn't man¬ 
datory, and consumers will 
likely continue seeing vari¬ 
ations, in some cases be¬ 
cause of local regulations. 
With milk, for instance, 
states may require 'Sell By" 
orotherlabeling. 

HOW ACCURATE ARE THE 
DATES? 

It's difficult for manufactur¬ 
ers to pinpoint how long 
foods will stay good, given 
variables like how long they 
sit on loading docks and 
how they're stored in peo¬ 
ple's homes 

Milk should be good for at 
least a few days after its 
'Sell By" date, though ex¬ 
actly how long will depend 
on factors including pas¬ 
teurization methods. 

Many people use dateson 
packages as guideposts 
and rely on their senses. 
Crackers might taste stale, 
for instance, while more 
perishable foods might be 
discolored orsmellfunky. 
Foods like fresh meat and 
dairy are more vulnerable 


to spoilage in part because 
their moisture allows the 
small amounts of bacteria 
to multiply more quickly, 
said Martin Bucknavage, a 
food safety expert at Penn 
State Extension. 

"As time goes on, the few 
becomes more and more," 
he said. 

IS SPOILAG E ALWAYS BAD? 

Yourtolerance forspoilage 
likely varies depending on 
the food. Few would keep 
pouring chunky milk over 
cereal, but many might 
overlook a spot of mold on 
bread. Food safety experts 
generally recommend 
throwing out food at the 
first signs of spoilage. With 
mold, even a small fleck 
might be an indicator that 
there's a lot more of it that 
you can't see. 

"It's kind of like an iceberg: 
It'sonly partof what'sgoing 
on," said Leslie Bourquin, a 
Michigan State University 
professor of food science 
and safety. An excep¬ 
tion is for certain dense 
foods where mold has dif¬ 
ficulty spreading. With hard 


cheeses, for instance, food 
safety experts say it's fine to 
carve out a 1-inch chunk 
around the mold and eat 
the rest. If you're not sure 
about when it's safe to eat 
around mold, the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture of¬ 
fers a chart. Keep in mind 
spoilage often isn't what's 
responsible forfood poison¬ 
ing: 'Sight and smell aren't 
always great indicators of 
safety," said Bourquin. A 
slab of raw chicken, forex- 
ample, might lookfresh but 
contain salmonella. To limit 
the chances of getting sick 
from such germs, regulators 
recommend safe cooking 
and handling practices. 
HOW DO POOD-MAKERS 
PRE\/ENTSPOILAGE? 
Canning in a sealed, ster¬ 
ile container is a way to 
preserve foods for years, 
while freezing can also stop 
the clock on spoilage. But 
even in those cases, foods 
can deteriorate in quality 
depending on factors such 
as acidity and how tightly 
the package is sealed. 

In the meantime, the trend 
toward "natural" foods has 
prompted some food- 
makers to purge some pre¬ 
servatives. But companies 
may find "natural" alterna¬ 
tives that perform similar 
functions, and new ways to 
make foods last longer are 
emerging. One company, 
for example, developed 
an edible peel made from 
plants that helps extend 
the shelf-life of produce like 
avocados. 

HOW ARE POOD BANKS AF¬ 
FECTED? 

Greater understanding 
about date labeling might 
encourage more dona¬ 
tio ns to food banks. In 1996, 
a federal law sought to 
encourage donations by 
shielding individuals and 
companies that donate 
food from liability. 

But Michael Flood of the 
Los Angeles Regional Food 
Bank notes cone eras a bout 
spoilage don't end with a 
donation. People who re¬ 
ceive donated food may 
also be confused about 
the meaning of various 
dates, and end up throw¬ 
ing productsaway.

Could Katherine 
deny her own femininity 
while simultaneously being 
a late-night trailblazer for 
women? Wouldn't Molly's 
character be a little more 
believable if she was a 
devoted comedy writer, 
those Tina Fey referenced 
when she lastyeartold Let- 
teiman that they had been 
out there, wanting to write 
on his show.

While it's billed as 'The Ul¬ 
timate Broadway Experi¬ 
ence," the truth is it's more 
an Andrew Uoyd Webber 
Experience, featuring only 
props, music and charac¬ 
ters from the theater icon's 
work. His shows 'The Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera," "Jo¬ 
seph and the Technicolor 
Dreamcoat," "Evita," "Sun¬ 
set Boulevard" and 'Gats" 
are represented. 

The self-guided tour in- 
cludesthree actors— play¬ 
ing a stage manager, an 
actress getting ready for 


'Gats" and a Phantom — 
four main chambers, and 
10 waxwork figures, includ¬ 
ing one of Uoyd Webber 
himself, hunched over 


his favorite Yamaha Cla- 
vinova. The price of a tour 
is included with the basic

Visitors navigate a mirrored 


labyrinth (representing the 
complex birth of artistic 
creation), visit a dressing 
room to put on makeup in 
front of a digital screen with 


plenty of filters, play a giant 
interactive floor piano with 
their feet (like the movie 
"Big") or belt out the finale 
from "Phantom" in a fog- 
filled gondola.

NEW YORK (AP) — Ali Stro- 
ker booked her first musical 
theater gig at the tender 
age of 7. She was cast as 
the title role in "Annie" in a 
friend's backyard produc¬ 
tion in a New J ersey beach 
town. 

And since Stnokerwasin a 
wheelchair, Little Orphan 
Annie wasalso in one. 
"When I began to sing, I just 
felt so free. There was like 
no limitation," she says "I 
was used to people staring 
at me, being a little giri in a 
wheelchair. But being on¬ 
stage and the way people 
were looking at me, it was 
so different. And I knew 
that was what I wanted to 
do with the rest of my life." 
Flash forward a few years 
and Stroker is on the cusp 
of musical theater histo¬ 
ry, thanks to her amazing 
voice, acting chops and 
some unconventional cast¬ 
ing decisions At the Tony 
Awards on Sunday, Stroker 
could become the first per¬ 
son in a wheelchair to win 
a Tony. 

She's nominated for her role 
as a different Annie — Ado 
Annie, in a radical remake 
of the class musical "Okla¬ 
homa!" 

Paralyzed from the chest 
down due to a car crash 
when she was 2, Stroker al¬ 
ready made history in 2015 
as the first Broadway actor 
who used a wheelchair. 
She advocates for equal 
accessand disabled rights, 
and loves it when she sees 
disabled fans in the the¬ 
ater, but she hopes hertal- 
ent gets attention, too. 

"I think the coolest part is to 
see somebody whose eyes 
light up and to hear them 
say, 'I've never seen my¬ 
self represented onstage. 
But, more than that, you're 
so good,"' she says. "I don't 
want itto just be the inspira¬ 
tion. I am for some people 
but I just want to be the 
best in my field." 

This production of "Oklaho¬ 
ma!" brings out the show's 
darkness and edginess. 
Stroker calls "I Cain't Say 
No," sung by Ado Annie, 
"an anthem for living your 
life to the fullest." 

"Growing up, I never saw 
disability and sexuality to¬

gether, talked about, rep¬ 
resented. And this was just 
such an important moment 
forme because I think the 
most effective way to deal 
with disability onstage and 
to deal with sexuality on¬ 
stage is not to talk about it 
but to do it," she says 
"We give permission to the 
audience to just watch and 
observe and learn. And I 
think that in society we so 
often are told, don't stare, 
don't look, don't point and 
don't ask because it would 
maybe make somebody 
uncomfortable." 

Stroker, 31, grew up in 
Ridgewood, New jersey, 
where music, particularly 
cast albums, played a 
role in her rehabilitation. 
She saw her first Broadway 
show — "Beauty and the 
Beast" — in first grade, and 


did theaterin summersand 
high school. If she wasn't 
cast in a role, she did hair 
or makeup. 

As with most young singers, 
Stroker learned to sing by 
imitating. To belt, she mim¬ 
icked Sherie Rene Scott. 
To hit her upper range, 
she listened to Kristin Che- 
noweth. (Chenoweth re¬ 
cently stopped by back- 
stage at 'Oklahoma!" to 
offer her congratulations. "I 
just feel like I owe hersome- 
thing maybe because she 
was such an influence in 
my life," sa ys Stro ke r.) 

After graduating from New 
York University, Stroker was 
in 'The 25th Annual Putnam 
County Spelling Bee" at the 
PaperMill Playhouse in New 
j ersey, as well as 'The G lee 
Project" and 'Glee" on TV. 
She made her Broadway 


debut in a revival of "Spring 
Awakening." 

Since her breakthrough, 
other actors with disabilities 
have followed her onstage 
in New York, jamie Brew¬ 
er, who starred in the off- 
Broadway play "Amy and 
the Orphans," is thought to 
be the only known perform¬ 
er with Down syndrome 
to play the lead in an off- 
Broadway or Broadway 
production. In 2017, Madi¬ 
son Ferris, an actress with 
muscular dystrophy, was 
cast as Laura Wingfield in 
a Broadway revival of 'The 
Glass Menagerie." 

Stroker believes it's high 
time the disabled are rep¬ 
resented on stages and 
sound stages authentical¬ 
ly, noting that one in five 
Americans lives with a dis¬ 
ability. 


She's against able-bodied 
actors being cast in dis¬ 
abled roles, preferring that 
casting agents widen their 
search. 'We don't cast 
people and put them in 
blackface. It's completely 
inappropriate. I feel the 
same way about disability," 
she says. 

And Strokeralso isn't a fan 
of roles written specifically 
for people with disabilities: 
"It doesn't feel honest that 
my story is all about being 
in a wheelchair. That feels 
boring." 

Instead, she pushes for dis¬ 
abled representation in 
writers' rooms and behind 
the camera, and asks that 
the best actors get cast, 
whether the roles call fora 
disabled person ornot. 

She also has a message 
to fellow actors with dis¬ 
abilities: 'Our job is not just 
to represent. Our job to be 
the best actor in the room. 
Because the truth is I don't 
want a job because I'm in 
a wheelchair. I want a job 
because I'm the best actor 
forthe role." 

In the middle of the Tony 
Award hype, Stroker says 
she relies on her parents 
and boyfriend as her "sup¬ 
port system,"and conserves 
her energy. She craves 
eight hours of sleep, plenty 
of water and good food. 
When she describes her¬ 
self, the chair she's sitting in 
doesn't get mentioned. 

"I'm just a giri from New jer¬ 
sey who loves to sing. I love 
the beach. I'm a theaterrat 
and I like challenges," she 
says. "Because I've never 
had any otherchoice.'Q

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Robot barista sale latestfiontin S Koiea automation push

SEOU, South Korea (AP) 

— Are robot baristas the 
future of South Korea's vi¬ 
brant coffee culture? 
Dal.komm Coffee thinks so. 
The company now has 45 
robot-equipped outlets in 
shopping malls, company 
cafeterias, schools and an 
airport. 

Coffee is just one of many 
industries that could be 
transformed by automated 
services in this tech-forward 
nation, a notion both excit¬ 
ing and worrisome as jobs 
become scatrer. 

South Korean industries, 
including restaurants, 
convenience stores, su¬ 
permarkets, banks and 
manufacturers, are rely¬ 
ing increasingly on robots 
and other automation. But 
not without consequence: 
Many Koreans, especially 
the young, are struggling to 
find work. 

At a Dal.komm Coffee 
shop in Seoul, a robot baris¬ 
ta takes orders remotely 
through a mobile app orki- 
oskcashierand then brews 
fresh coffee. 

Less than a minute later, 
the robot sends a 4-digit 
code the customercan use 
to open a pick-up box. The 
robot can handle up to 14 
drinks at a time. Drinks not 
retrieved within 10 minutes 
are thrown away, but an- 
otherdrinkcan be ordered 
at no extra charge. 

"It's really fun and conve¬ 
nient," said Choi Eun j in, a 
30-year-old office worker. 
'The area is crowded with 
office workers and local 
residents during lunchtime. 
So it'sgood to have a robot 
like this ... so you can get 


yourcoffee more easily." 
South Korea's minimum 
wage has jumped by 27.3 
percent over the last two 
years, adding to the incen¬ 
tive to cut labor costs by 
using automation, saysSuh 
Yong Gu, dean of the Busi¬ 
ness School at Sookmyung 
Women's University in Seoul. 
On Tuesday, workers who 
operate about 2,500 tow¬ 
er cranes staged a strike, 
protesting growing use of 
unmanned small tower 
cranesatconstruction sites. 
Laborunionsalso have pro¬ 
tested use of automated 
check-out counters at 
Emart, South Korea's big¬ 
gest su p e rma rket c ha in. 
Officials also revised initial 
plans to completely auto¬ 
mate all the nation's toll- 


gatesaftercomplaintsover 
losing 6,700 jobs. Instead, 
the system will be partially 
automated and keep all its 
current toll collectors. 

South Korea has been 
an early and enthusiastic 
adopter of automation, 
with the highest density 
of industrial robots in the 
world in 2017, at 710 robots 
per 10,000 manufacturing 
workers, according to the 
International Federation of 
Robotics 

The global average was 
85 robots per 10,000 em¬ 
ployees, according to the 
group, an international in¬ 
dustry non-profit that keeps 
trackofdata on robotics 
Despite worries over job 
losses. South Korea's food 
and retail businesses are 
replacing cashiers with au¬ 
tomated kiosks. Fast-food 
chain Lotteria has kiosks in 
more than 800 of its 1,350 
stores. KFC has installed 
digitized cashiers in all of its 
stores. 

In 2017, South Korea's 5.5 
trillion won ($4.7 billion) ro¬ 
bot market was among the 
top five, along with China, 
japan, the U.S. and Ger¬ 
many, which together ac¬ 
counted for over 70% of all 
robot sales. 

The government is aiming 
to expand that market to 
15 trillion won ($12.7 billion) 


by 2023. 

It's a welcome trend for 
some youngerpeople. 

'C u rre ntly, M ille n n ia Is — 
those who were bom after 
1980 — are prime consum¬ 
ers. This generation tends 
to not like meeting other 
people, so they favor ... 
technology that enables 
people to minimize face- 
to-face interactions with 
others," said Suh, the busi¬ 
ness school dean. 

At a recently opened un¬ 
manned jeans store — 
LABlOl — in the trendy 
Seoul neighborhood of 
Hongdae a heavy iron 
door opens automatically 
when visitors swipe their 
credit cards in a machine 
beside the entrance. 


The 24/7 denim shop lets 
customers try on jeans and 
pay using a self-service 
digital system without hav¬ 
ing to deal with sales staff, 
though sometimes tech¬ 
nical glitches can pose a 
problem. 

"I can freely look around 
and try on jeans as much 
as I like without being both¬ 
ered," said Kim Kun Woo, 
29. 

Back at Dal.komm Cof¬ 
fee, a robot can brew 90 
cups an hour and about 
300 cups a day on a single 
charge of beans and sup¬ 
plies. The drinks cost $2 to 
$3. 

Managers visit once a day 
on average to inspect and 
clean the robots. They also 
monitor them remotely 
through surveillance cam- 
erasand sensors. 

While some customers like 
the convenience and nov¬ 
elty of robot coffee, some 
don't. 

"Personally I prefer human 
baristas more because 
the robot can't custom¬ 
ize drinks as delicately as 
humans can. I like weak 
coffee, but the robot is un¬ 
able to control the strength 
of the coffee well," said a 
30-year-olcl office worker, 
Lee Sang j in, who visits the 
robot cafe occasionally. 
There can also be delays 
when a robot is juggling a 
lot of orders, Lee said. 

Later this year, the robot's 
developer says it plans 
to launch a faster and 
smarter version of the ro¬ 
bot cafe that will be able 
to recognize voices and 
customer movements and 
offer personalized menu 
suggestions.^
